Kobinson also, did not hesi- 
tate each time ha drew his pay to commit 
perjury. Tne court found him guilty, 
and passed the following sentence: and 
the court does therefore sentence Capt.

ry, be cashiered, and to forfeit to the 
United States all day and allowances 
now due or to become due, and to have 
his crime, name, place of abode and 
puoishmea’ pub! shed in and about Phil- 
adelphia and St, Louis.

This slight appeared to 
rankle with them, and hostilities, which 
for a time had been suspended, were 
again renewed. flor about two weeks a 
reyival has been in progress at North 
River church, and among the regular 
daily attendants have bee all the parties 
to this :ast sickening horrur. On Satur- 
day night Mr. David Hawery and his 
two sons, George and John, young men, 
were present at the meeting. The Dilt- 
iards and Westfails were also there. 
After the services the three first named, 
accompanied by James Grooms, started 
fur home. About a quarter of a mile 
from the church, and just in the shadow 
of the timbers they were stopped by 
Ben. Westfall, Thomas Diliered Fre- 
mont Dillard, ‘Thomas Flannigan and 
Frank Batiles, all from 16 to 21 years of 
age. Instantly the flring and stabbing 
commenced, and in less time than it 
takes, to write it, the Hawerys and 
young Grooms lay weltering in their 
biood and covered with terrible wounds. 
Mr. George Hawery, the oldest son, was 
instantly killed. He was stabbed twice, 
evidently with a large dagger or bowie 
knife. One of thecuts went deep into 
his heart; the other was inthe back. He 
was also shot through the right arm. 
Mr. John Hawery,sged 19, also received 
two shots one entering the left lung, 
the otherinthe back. A gunshot wound 
was also found in the left side. Heran 
about 40 feet, and fell. An hour later 
he was dead. David Hawery, the elder 
was badly bruised and cut about the 
head and through the leftear. When 
our reporter arrived his eyes were 
swollen shut, and he presented a terridle 
picture of suffering helplessness. It is 
believed that he will recover. James 
Grooms, 21 years of age, received six 
wounds, which it is feared will prove fa- 
tal. All were made by aknife. The 
most severe is a stab in the right side, 
just below tbe lung; the others are 
on the back and arms.

lst, The right to prescribe is a legal one, 
which is only conferred, after proper study 
and preparation, by a diploma, a license 
from a board of physicians legaily consti- 
tated, or legislative enactment Apothe- 
caries and druggists therefore cannot pre- 
scribe legally intelligently unless they have 
first acquired this right and the possession 
of certain qualifications, for by so doing 
the party offending subjects himself to the 
penalty prescribed by thelaw. The person 
applyicg for aid should be referred to a 
physician for a prescription. 

znd. The practice of refillinga prescrip- 
‘fon without an order from the physician to 
do so is im , Decause the cal 
or precise condition for which it is given

died the duchess morganat- 
[owe mantel the handsome count, 
much tothe scandal of the court and 
the whole country. 

The Czar became intensely angry 
on learning of this marriage, expelled’ 
the count from the service, and ordered 
his daughter to take a trip abroad 

By and by, however, and as the lady 
did not show any disposition to give in, 
the father reconciled himself with her 
and acknowledged the marriage, though 
he never consented to make the ac- 
knowledgment a public one. The Cri- 
mean war greatly contributed to the 
amicable issue of this affair. Count 
Strogunoff, being a very rich man, 
equipped several militia regiments at 
his own expense, put himself at the 
head of them, and bravely endured all 
the dangers of the re This pa- 
triotism of his, joined to the sympathy 
which the present Czar always had for 
him, led to a reconciliation of the imn- 
perial family to the morganatic marriage. 

The Count was made equerry-in- 
waiting to the grand duchess, and thus 
obtained the privilige of living in the 
same palace with her. Still, even then 


ess Maria, widow of the duke of Leuch 

tenberg. When they were abroad bow- 
ever, they lived as husband and wife, 
andit wasin England and Italy that 
the handsoome couple were specially 
well known. Count Strogonoff was for 
some timea member of the Russian
